Welcome each of you personally if I could. Just one has come by my office and made 
Q very Wolcome call. I have gone over your addresses cerefully and note that you 
represent quite widely separated ereas--evidence thet many c man or womon apert from 
great conters with lerge librarics, is turning to the publications of this Socicty 
to kecp himself abreest of pregress in his chosen field. 


That reminds mo of Abstracts. I spent ten yecrs in one of the smallest ox- 
periment stations of tho country.

This meeting was held on April 27 ct 
Lexington, Ky., attended by approximately fifty porsons, membors of the Socicty of 
the University of Kentucky, and ca group of bacteriologists at Louisville. Dr. M. 
Scherago, University of Kentucky, was elected temporary chairman, and Dr. We He 
Stork of Joseph E. Seagram & Sons, Inc. the temporary secretary. Also at this time 
a meeting with a scientific session was planned for June. For the present, activi- 
ties of the group are to be confined to the state of Kentucky. After the organiza- 
tion has proved successful, the Tennessee group may be contacted with regard to 
affiliation. 


JOURWAL ALLOWANCE INCREASED 


Mr. Robert Gill of the Williams and Wilkins Company has notified the office of 
the Secretary-Treasurer that an allowiance of 300 additional pages will be made to 
Dr. Winsiow for the Journal of Bacteriolog¢y for 19@0. This will make a total of 
1600 pages for the year. While the increase is stipulated for 1940 only, it is 
thought thet some substantial increase can be made for succeeding years. The re- 
striction is needed only because it is hard to predict just now the exact number of 
pages for future years. Als, with the Huropean situation as it is, it is hard to 
tell what will happen to foreign subscriptions. However, a recent letter from 
Mr. Gill states, "At present fifty out of sixty-thrse subscriptions in the Postal 
union--chiefly South Amcrican--have renewed. This is 80%. Of 529 foreign, we have 
338 renewals or 64%. Of the 200 unrenewod, 96 are Russian and 34 German. Japan 
and China account for another 17. As to totals, in April we mailed 2,071 paid sub 
scriptions as against 1,998 in April, 1959. Domestic and Canadian subscriptions are 
toking up the slack in foreign.

COMMITTEE ON TEACHING 


The special committoe appointed by Dr. Thom to consider the cdvisability of 
eppointing a permanent committee on the teaching of bacteriology has submitted its 
report for consideration. This committce is composed of Elizabeth F. Gonung, We. A. 
Jemieson, and S. E. Heartsell, Chairmen. They recommend that the S. A. Be. establish 
G permanent committee on the tecchins of bacteriology cnd set forth the following 
ideas which are excerpts taken from the complete report. 

"Since c large proportion of the membership of the S. 4A. 3. cre engaged in 
teachins, or are closely associated with the direction of students, some official, 
permanent recognition of this phase of bacteriology is appropriate. 4A continuing 
progrem on the teaching of bacteriology would efford a point of contact between the 
Society cond (1) those individuals who teach full time and have no time for research 
and (2) those persons who are in the arts gg ond cre giving the work in bact- 
eriology thouch it is not their major interest. Since academic training in becter- 
iology is usually the first cxpcrience of an individnel in the science, the import- 
once of good instruction is obvious. Tho certs college group are not encouraged, at 
the present timc, to come to our mectings or to participcte in our program. A 
refreshing contact with other teachers in bactcriology Would be mutually bencficial. 
The effectiveness of the Society could be extended markedly by meeting With this 
group on the common ground of teaching."

BOOK REVIEUS 


BIOLOGICAL PRODUCTS. Louis Gorsieufcld. Romeine Piersoa Publishers Co., Inc. 
95 Nassau St., New York, New York. (1939). 236 op. $4.00 


This book presents the methods of manufacture and standardization of biological 
products. There are twenty-two chapter, each of which is devoted to the production 
of some biologicals of commercial importance. Practical procedures are stressed 
rather than theoretical consideration. The officdal rezulations, as issued by the 
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National Institute of Health, are given in detail. 


The paragraph headed "Negative Phases of Typhoid Vaccination", could well have 
been omitted, especially since it refers only to the work of one man, Gerundo, which 
is far from being conclusive evidence tnat it is not advisable to give typhoid 
vaccine to inmediate contacts of typhoid fever, who may already be infected. 


A brief discussion is given of the newer methed of preserving and markoting 
biological products in the dried state, employing the lyophile or cryochem process. 


Numerous references are given, ovt in most instances the author and titles of 
papers are omitted. Tho inclusion of these would be an improvemcnt. The printing 
and make-up of the book are excellent, and the illustrations arc cspocially clear 
and woll chosen. The book can be recommonded to all persons irntercsted in the 
medical field.

MAN AGAINST LiiTCROBE. Joseph W. Bigser. Macinillan and Company, New Yor:, New York. 
(1939) 304 pp. $2.50 


This book is good reading because it is instructive without being overly tech- 
nical. Any intelligent reader who has nad no previous training in bacteriology 
should be edle to learn a good deal frou it. The author is to be congratulated on 
his sparkling style and delightfully informal treatment of the subject. 


The first part of the dook tells of the first microbiologist and his work, des- 
cribing the different kinds cf microbes, cad finally explains some of the methods 
used to study anc identify then. There follows next a resume of the activities, 
both good and bad, of the various kinds of microbes. The reader is then introduced 
to the problems of parasitism, infection, and immunity. 

In the second part of the book the history of bccteriology and immunology is re- 
viewed briefly but edecuctely. The finel division of the book is concerned with the 
prevention and treatment of the more important communiccble discases. 


On page 84 the author seys thet nitrogen-fixing becteric "are cable to cbsorb 
nitrogen from the air cnd to convert it into nitrates which plents cen use”. Unfor- 
tunately, this is not the case. There ore < few other minor crrors, but none of a 
scorious nature. 


One of the books puihineed on bacteriolosy during the carly part of the past 
decade was kopeloff's "licen vs. liicrobes". It is only fitting cnd proper that ct the 
Sree of the decade Profcssor Bigzer should point out that While man has made some 

Cins in the conquest of microbes, he still hes c worthy adversary.

The cuthor stctcs thet "the object of this booklet is to help the student to 
cequire on understanding of the quantitative intcrreliationships of the various life 
functions of bocturica by solving problems". Although it is probably quite suitable 
for this purposc, the objection my be rciscd thet its title is somewhct mislecding. 
The mejor share of the text is devotcd to cpplicctions of methemetics to growth 
phenomenc. of microorgénisms. Such cpplicetions represent only smell portion of 
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the total ficld suggested by the title. Whilo the metcricl treated is interesting 
ena impor it is cortc inly open to aucstion whothor other misht not 
be of equcl interest ond waluo to the majority of bceetsriologists. Tho meny uscoful 


epplicctions of stctistics, for which have becn so cxtondeca cs 
esult of wie dovelopnent of cnelysis of veriance procedures, will probcbly be util-

ized by many bectcriologists in tlic future morc ofton than forsulce for calculation 
of ¢rowth rates.

In recent instructors in bectcriolo.:y have been inerecsingly eclled upon 
to provide courses for speciclizca crouns, such «s students in egriculture, chonistry, 
engincerins, nursing, phermecy except for ssriculturcl students, suitadle 
texts exist which moet the requircncits of these professional groups. The 
cnly recourse is to write onc's own toxt cr depend on the lecturc method. rofcssor 
Gainey hes written on excellent text for scnitcry engineering students based on the 
course which he gives et Kenses State Agricultural Collcge. Although its uso will 
be somethet restricted to this svoup, instructors of bactcriology will fine much in 
it of intorost which might be profitably introduced into mors cnmagi courses. Since, 
as is usuclly the casc, members of the croup for vhom the book wos written hevo head 
no bectcriology cnd orebebly little biology, < sveet deal of the text is concerned 
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with a general survey of elerentar; becteriolosical princinles. The emphasis, hovw- 
ever, is on the organisius of importance in water and sewage, including not only 
bacteria, but also algae and other plankton forms. As would be exsected, discussion 
of water purification anc sewaze disposal is insuch more extensive than the sietchy 
treatzient found in the ordinary survey text. 


itary bactericlogy. After a orelininary survey of the traditional bacteriological 
& nuaber of exnveriments are provided which illustrate problems ana 


principles in the bacteriolos:y of water and sewage. 


accompanying the text is a laboratory manual with appropriate exercises in sau- 
v 


The criticisms of the reviewer are, on the whole, minor ones. I: coumon with 
nost texts in bacteriolocy, tue discussicn of enzymes is cut-of-date. Since revicws 
and texts are now available wnieh sumaerize modern enzyme theory end nomenclature, 
authors in app, lied ficlds night well incorporate the more recent vicws in their dis- 
cussions. The a&osence or illustrations lends a somowhet fordiddine air to the larze 
volume, hut the author coxplains thet in cctuali instruction, the writton material is 
supplonentcd by slidcs. Sinco tic omission of diasrers and photogsrcapis probably re- 
duces the price eppreciably, this procecure can be readily defended in spite of the 
inconvenience it placcs on others who mirnit wish to use the toxt. In the laborctory 
section, many of the short ézurcises might be comtined with others and thus save cd- 
ditionel specc. In pensral, though, Professor Gciney is to de censrctuleted for 
providing model text-dvook snd laboretery manucl for those instructors who teach 


professional and specialized sroups.
